{ome other occaſions I have, thereb 
avoiding the ſharp and ſevere Cenſures 
of divers, who ot no baſe extraction, 
fortune, order, Civil or Eccleſiaſtical, 
have either directly or obliquely given 
roo much countenance and = ro 
thisprevailing Vice ; eſpecially by the 
ule of Healths, not always, but too 
frequently tending to, and ending in 
2 very evil Event, againſt which I di- 
re&t my teeble Forces. For as it is ob- 
ſerved of Tully roo vehemently accu- 
ting Chodius, a very leud Fellow in- 
deed, bur having many and great 
Friends in Rome, theſe took his fervour 
lo ill, that they combining together

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ocured his Baniſhment ; ſo might 1 
ear, by this my plainnefle and free- 
dom of Speech, to fall under the 
heavy revenge of fuch, who, 
though they cannot deny Drunken- 
| nefle is a notorious Sin, and now pre-

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by conſidering firſt, what Drunken- 
neſle is, and the ſeveral kindes : Next, , 
ſhall proceed to ſhew the grievaulneſle 
of the Sin before God, and the dread- 
full cffefts upon the Weal-publick, 
as well as the immediate Actours or 
PraRtiſers; and finally, offer to the- 
view of my Reader a ſummary of 
the Caules and Cures thereof.

ly, -isno more to ſeek for an anſiver, 
than another. He knows very well, 
ro eat too much in quantity, to affect 
roo dainty and coſtly Fare ; and to eat 
unſeaſonably, 1s to eat unreaſonably ; 
and ro cat unreaſonably, is to be In- 
temperate and Gluttonous : But we all 
know, and grant what the drinking 
Soul alledges for it ſelf oftentimes, 
"Thar 'ris not always the quantity aman 
takes, but the condition of the Perſon 
that drinks.

they ſay ot the ſevere notions of Vir- 
rue and Vice, that they are the caules 
that ſo many Offences are taken and

Which two Poſitions are alike 
true, but indeed both fo notoriouſly 
falle, as deſerve not our refuta- 
tion. 

We muſt therefore here ſuppoſe 
men to be Chriſtians, and to receive,

was invented. Bur the contrary to 
both thele, we hnde in Hiſtories of 
Pcople molt Heroical in their acti- 
ons, and ariſing cogrearnefle in their 
Civil Societies.

Bur I recurn. [rt is much to be la- 
mented ro ice what mulchiet 1s 


bro 1oht 
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brought to our Religion by the ſcan- 
dal of Drunkards ; who ſometimes 
appear much concerned for the good 
of the Church, and againſt Phana- 
ticks, bnt in very deed and effect, are 
great promoters of them by their 
(candalous demeanours, harderfing 
the hearts of {1mple, as well as per- 
verſe perſons : For what is more 
common in the mouths of ſuch men, 
who are upon another account cne- 
mies to our eſtabliſhed Religion 
(which they are often afraid and a- 
' ſhamed. to diſcover treely) than: to 
alledge for their oppolition to the 
Church, that there are ſo many 
Drunkards and Swearers on that fide, 
that they would have it believ'd, that 
God, who hateth ſuch notorious (1ns, 
cannot be a Friend to ſuch a Society. 
I will not diſpute the Hypocrifie (as 
many do) - of this Argument; bur 
rake 
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take thar for granted which 1s out of 


dilpute ; viz, That the accuſation is 
roo jult and reaſonable : For I do 
really believe, there are more Drun- 

kards profeſling Conformity to the 
Church, than enmity to it. Bur I 
do not. believe there are fo tew of o- 
ther Factions, as 1s boldly affirmed, 

guilty of that Sin. Bur I cannot with. 
out lome bluſhing acknovw ledge that 
lomewhat is the matter, thar Secta- 
ries 10 prelumpruoully charge us 
with Drunkennetle, and we (© faint- 
ly accule them. For why ſhould 
not we alledge that as a caule of 
dilowning them. as they do of fe- 
parating trom us, thar Sobriety 1 IS 1N 
lo little elteem amonoſt them ? Do. 
we think to clear and jultihe our 
{elves by recriminations of another 
nature, upbraiding them with ſuch 


and 
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and ſuch fins, which indeed have this: 
lingular aggravation adherent, that 
they are fins of their Party as com- 
bining againſt the Church ; and nor. 
only of lome ſingle Perlons dilown- 
ed, dereſted, and lamented by the 
faithful of the Church > This is in- 
deed very diladvantagious to Sepa- 

ratiſts, but of little advantage to 
Sons of the Holy Church, who | here- 
by may fatter themſelves that they 
are-not {o bad as they in that reſpect, 

while they are worſe in ſome other : 

What ſays St. Paul rothe Romans + It 
neither good to eat fleſh, nar to drink 
wine, nor any this m_ 'y thy brother 

ſtumbleth, Rom. 14. 21. which fure- 

ly holdeth good bur Gluttony 
and Drunkenneſle , whereby thy 
weak Brother is lo M {candalized,or 
pretends ar leaſt, that he {tumblerh, 


that he will not Communicate with 
luch 
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{uch an one. For (uch even walkin 
doth God require, and fuch outward 
as well as inward Holinelle doth our 
Church. require, as ſhould give no 
occation to. the Adverſary to bla- 
ſpheme. Burt through ſuch the name 
of God is blaſphemed every day ; 
Religion deſpiſed, holy Communion 
avoided: and laſtly, a greater party 
made againlt the Church, than the 
cunningeſt or ableſt Teacke in 4a 
Conventicle, were otherwile able to 
atch together by his Do&Etrine : as 1s 
before ſerved.

| hath caſt himſelf into a Fit of Sick 
neſſe, and diſabled himſelf to arilc 
and to appear in Gods Houſe; and a 
man who {its {oberly at home, or 1s 
Preaching and Praying in a ſelect 
| Congregation, {hould be puniſhed ? 0 
| I would thele things could be better 
an{wered than as yet they have been, 
Burt 
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But when the Salr it (elf hath loſt 


its favour, and corrupts when it is 
expected it ſhould preſerve, when 
they of the Clergy ſhall be oftenders 
and ſcandalous in this kind > When 
he that, like Enoch, by Ofhce and 
Conlecration, ſhould be a Teacher 
ot Righteouſneſſe, ſhall be a Pra- 
Ricer of ſuch Wickedneſle ; when 
by his- Word he {hall dire&t to Hea- 
ven, and by his Actions and Exam- 
ple lead to Hell ; when he ſhall (as 
often it happens) confute zealoully 
the Phanatick in his Pulpit, and in 
the Strect, or in the "Tavern, or in 
his own private Houſe, by ill Go- 
vernment of himſelt, undo all ; be- 
ing a Prieſt to God, and a Deacon 
to the Devil : What ſhall we lay to 
ſuch an one? How pernicious mult 
he needs be to the whole State of 
Religion ? As Traitors in heart of a 
City 
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City beſieged, privately, at Poſtern 
doors, lerting in the Enemy, are 
mr; more deſtructive to the place 
wherein they live, than the open 
Enemy, who wkhaur-1 fail it with 
Fire, _—_ Cannons and Bombs. 
Ridiculous are they, and atthe ſame 
time impudent, who, becauſe they 
allow tome Formalicics in the 
Church, pretend to be Friends to the 
Church, which to their power, whe: 
ther chey intend it or not, ruine the 
lame. And thinkeſt thou, O man (we 
all know who lays it) that judzeſt 
them which do ſuch things, and doeſt the 
ſame, that thou ſhalt eſeape the jude- 
ment of God + Rom. 2. Or wilt thou 
berake thy lelf ro that trivial, but 
bold refuge and excule, Do as I ſay, 
and not as I do * Know aſluredly,that 
God the Righteous Judge will lay 
one day to thee: Out of thine own 
| mouth 
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mouth will T judge thee, thou wile and 
wicked ſervant : doubly condemning 
thee ; firſt, becauſe thou commirtedit 
luch fins; next, becauſe thine own 
mouth pronounced thee guilty, as thy 
minde convinced thee. 

But-let us now fce a little, whe- 
ther ſuch perſons as thele, can be any 
berter Subjects than Saints; or Com- 
mon-wealths-men toan Church-men. 
For we ſuppole to be true, what Tully 
layeth down for a Principle of his 
Politicks, That no man is born for 
himlelt only, but tor his Country. 
But that Drunken men are right A- 
chans, and troublers of 1/rael, and 
that they periſh not alone in their 
Py. ut draw down Plagues 
upon the place and party they are of, 
may brietly and eaſily appear from 
the general indignation conceived by 
God againſt that fin, moving him to 


puniſh 
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puniſh that Nation wherein that ſin 
. aboundeth, as is touched before ; as 
allo from the proper milchict it car- 
ries along with it, againſt the two 
great Orders, Civil and Military, by 
which, and upon which (astwo lure 
Baſes) all Communities do ſubſift. 
For how unfit is that man, who can- 
not govern hjmlelt, to govern others ? 
How can he dilcharge the Office of a 
faichtul Counſellor "of State, who 
can keep no ſecrets ? but blabs our all 
he knows, and more too a great deal, 
who cannot keep his own counſel: 
It is therefore related by Seneca, as a 
Miracle, that Tiberius the Emperor 
(who for his Vice of Drinking, a- 
mongſt others, was ſcofhngly called 
Biberins, as Suetonins writes) commut- 
ting the Gov ernment of Rome to P1ſo, 
and afterwards to C us two drunk- 
en Companions 0 his ; they _ 

with- 


& 
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withſtanding, revealed not the {e- 
crets of State. - But how can this be 
ordinarily expected from ſuch whoſe 
Brains are hot, and Reaſon cold at 
the ſame - time ? vehement caules of 
loquacity. 

And what Military lervice is he 
able to do forthis King and Country, 
who,though he be not always Drunk, 
yet is calily drawn in to be difradads 
ly > and if his Ady erlary pleaſes to 
ſerthat Trap in his way, by ſubtile 
Contrivances, he is ſoon made un- 
hr for bulinefle. And too often did 
it fall out in our late Civil Wars, that 
when the occa{ton earneſtly called 
for Action, Vigilance, Induſtry, the 
Vice of Drinking prevailed ſo far as 
to lay, Ler us take bur one Pint more, 
we will drink but one Bottle more, 
and take os rother Pipe and give 
over ; and by that time they were 
either 
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eicher ſurpriſed in their Quarters, or 
the advantage they might have had, 
was neglected and fled, and only an 
empty oltenration of Valour lerves 
in the ſtead of noble Exploits: And 
if heightened with Liquour they 
come to Action, it being commonly 
without counſel and diſcretion, and 
performed with more raſhneſfle than 
good conduct, the Succeſle falls our 
accordingly. And Ofhcers being 
_ ro {uch a Vice which will nor

For what hearr 
can the poor oppreſſed and thus ty- 
rannized common Souldier have to 
hght for {uch his Enemies, and the 
production of his own miſery and 
calamity ? the valour of his Com- 
manders' chiefly conliſting in {wel- 
ling, and ſwearing, and [vw aggering 
againſt his own Souldiers, expecting 
their due from them. Yer I would 
not have 1t {0 underſtood, as it. I did 
believe this to be the only caule of 
mutinous Spirits- in an Army, bur 
that roo often CliS is the caule: and 
that they, who drink and {pend high, 
and make others thus pay tor it, are 
very rarely of a truely Military Spi- 
cit: for they who are luch, love Va- 
lour in others too well to abule it, or

SECT. 
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Some general cauſes of the pre- 
vailng Sm of Drunkenneſſe 


recited. 


He Cauſes of this notorious Sin 
againſt God, the Church, the 
Commonwealth, a Mans private 
Family and his own Perſon, may be 
divers. Some of which, I ſhall firſt 
m general briefly touch, and then 
more fully proceed to that grand one, 
Drinking of Healths : which not ſo 
much dilpoſes to Excefle, but by vio- 
lence impoſes that Sin on men. 

The hrlt general occaſion hereof 
is, in truth, none other than the O- 
riginal of all tranſgreſſions againſt 
God, the indulgence men narurally 
ule towards their Senſes. And it being 
ne- 
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neceſſary and laudable both,for Men, 


by Eating and Drinking to repair the 
daily decays of Nature in their Bo- 
dy ; to incline them to which, God 
hath wiſely placed a delight in thoſe 
Actions tending to that end: Blind 
Man, not conlidering the excellent 
end appointed | by God, by _ - find- 
Ing 2 plealure In ſatisfying | 11S lt 
Appertites, and gratifying his Palate 
knoweth no mean, and nnd 
no rule, bur FORTY Senles, which 
betray hin wo infinite Imprudencies 
and Exorbitancies, of inc h this of 
exceſlive drinking 1s not the lealt. 

Bur asS tO to! "ho WW OUuC Series brutfh- 
ly 1s no {mall cauſe of this evil; { 
may I lay molt cruty, Not to follow 
our Senſes is a {econd, and marc 
{hametul caule of Incemperance. For, 
though God bach indeed placed jn 
Min a a ſtrong g delire ater tnole chin 33 
WW MICH 
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which are neceſlary for the due ſub- 


ſiſtance of ſuch particular Creatures, 
and the whole Kinde in general : So 
hath he, by his ſingular Wiſdom } 
and Goodneſle, fer a bound to the 
fame; which men of Reaſon eſpe- 
cially, ſhould not eafily pafle; and, 
as it were gaged them, lo as men do 
Veſſels, that it may be known cafily, 
what is-their proper and convenient 
; Contents; which exceeding,they may 
| Know they offend. Thele Limits 
| preſcribedthus by Nature, are a fen- 
ible Satiery, which every Maa feels 
|

in himſelf in Eating and Drinking ; 
ſo that upon ſuch ſuthciency, the ve- 
ry pleaſure and delight which puſh | 
Men on to take a competency, ceale, 
that being attained ; anda certain op- 
polition and” renitency is found 1n 
Men to that, which, need requiring, 
they WCre eager afrer. Hence ſure ut 


PIO- 
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roceeded, that ſome of the Antient 
Philoſophers delcribed Virtue and 
Happinelle too, in this World , to 
be a following of Natures dictates 
and ducture, and that with a great 
deal of Truth. For if Men would 
be but fo well adviſed, eſpecially in 
Eating and Drinking, as to acknow-

common and contumacious, relilting 
and deſpiling ordinary Remedies. 
And the Reverend Spotwood, in his 
Hiſtory of Scotland, tells us, Thar 
about the year 970. Conſtantine, Son 
of K eneth King of Scotland, made a 
Law, by which it ſhould bo death 
to be Drunk. Which Law, if it 
were in force in England at this day, 
i might for a time make greater 
ſlaughter than the greatelt Enemies to 
Drunkennefſe could be content to 
lee; yet, in a ſhort time, it may be 
luppoled ro prevent more Blood-

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ſhed, than ſuch tmpunity as now is 
allowed. For ſceing, and with hor- 
ror lamenting, the | many and foul 
Murders committed in Drunken 
Meetings, I have been inclin'd to 
believe, That God, beholding the 
abounding* of his Vice, and the 
little regard ro execute deſerved pu- 
niſhmenc upon luch Offenders, takes 
the puniſhment of it into his own 
hands, and lets thele mad Beaſts 
looſe, to tear one another to pieces, 
and kill one another by frequent 
Aſſaſſinations ; and ſuffers an eaſie 
way to be open tor the Murderers 
to eſcape: Notwithſtanding what 
the Scripture adviles 'to the contrary, 
Pr ov. 28. 17. A man that doth ai 
to the blood of any perſon, ſhall flee to the 
pit, let no man ſtay hm, Whuch Rule 
admits only of this Exception that 
we know, viz, When it is offered in- 
voluntarily, 
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voluntarily, and meerly caſually, 
or upon extreme neceſ{iry of {aving 
our own Lives ; which neceſſities we 
mult not bring upon our lelves by 
becoming firſt Aflailants. Burt when 
the belt account and plea made for 
oftering violence to the blood of a 
Man, ihall be, that he was Drunk, 
or at leaſt had firlt offered violence 
to his own Realon by Wine, Ale or 
Brandy ; to accept this for Innocency, 
which adds guilt ro guilt, is to en- 
courage bota Murderers and Drun- 
kards, by a Clemency which will 
certainly end in Fury, againlt thar 
Land where ſuch genclenefle {hall be 
in uſe, if not againſt the perſon ſo 

niful. lr ſeems to me more rea- 
lonable and juſt a great deal, thar 
the trequent uſers oft Brandy (that 
pernicious Spirit to the Bodies, Brains 
and Souls of men) ſhould be brought 
under 
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under the Common Law, againſt 
ſuch as have to do with Familiar 
Spirits, and ſuffer the ſame puniſh- 
ment : For Brandy is a Spirit, we 
all know, and they who abule it 
(as now adays it is upon no necel{1- 
ty) make it an Evil and Familiar 
Spirit both; and are in this reſpect 
more blameable than they who 
confederate with the Devil : For the 
Devil was evil, and fo were his 
petty Imps, betore Men had ro do 
with them ; bur Brandy, as com- 
monly uled , is made wicked and 
miſchievous by him that correſponds 
thus with ic. How evil then muſtneeds 
that Soul be that fo accuſtoms it lelf 
ro it,cthat he is not ſenhible of the evil 
it brings along with it; nor perceives 
how it waſts and preys upon the 
Nacural and Vital Spirits ?

Auguſtine : of avoiding Drun- 
kenneſſe. 


Sermon 2 J 2. 


Have often adviled your Loving- 

weſſe, molt dear Brethren, with 
Fatherly pity, that ye ought to ſhun 
and flee the nuſchief of Drunken- 
neſle, as the pit of Hell. And how- 
ever my reproof ſucceeded with di- 
vers, there are notwithltanding ma- 
ny, who neither fear God, or have 
reſpect to them who are hone and 
{ober; and ſtill Drink in ſuch man- 
ner, that they finde it neccellary lome- 
times 
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times to cale their Guts ſtuft'd with 
too much Drink, by vomiting : 


and like unto broken and ſplir Ships, | 


arc themlel ves tolled | ” the W A4VCS 


of Drunkenneſle it ſelf, fo that they 


know not where they are ; and are 
altogether unable to ſpeak or hear any 
thing that ſavours of Realon. 


Bur what ſhall we judge of that, 
when ſuch miſerable and drunken 
Fellows being ſoaked in too much 
Wine, deride and viliftie thoſe who 
will drink no more than 1s lufhcient, 
laying to them, Bluſh and be aſhamed. 
Why cannot ye drink as much as we ? For 
they will ſay, they are no men. And 
behold the unhappinelle ot thele 
Drunkards; "Fhey call themſclves 
men who *N in the fink of Drunken- 
neſle, and will not allow tuch ro be 
men, which i{tand on their legs ſober-

ly and civilly. Are they men who 
le groveling ; and are not they men 
who ſtand erect > He that conquers 
Drunkenneſle is diſparaged ; and he 
that is conquered by Drunkennefle is 
commended. The ſober man is 
ſcoffted ar, who can govern himlelt 
and others: the Drunkard is not 
laughed ar, he is not lamented who 
neither knows himlelt nor others. 


Drunken men are wont to excule 
chemſelves thus, as to lazy A Great 
Perſon conſtramed me to drink too much, 
and being at the Table with the King, 
T could do no otherwiſe, To make 
good our {huflings, theſe things we 
pretended: and that we will nor 
perform, we ſay, we cannot do. 
Though it ſhould come to this, 
that it ſhould be ſaid ro thee, Ei- 
ther drink or dye ; it were better your 
Fleth 
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Fleſh ſhould dye ſober, than that 
your Soul ſhould dye by drinking : 
Bur that excuſe is falſely oppoled. 
For Kings themlel ves, and whatever 
mighty Men elſe there may be,who, 
by 'Gods Grace, are Sober, and Pru- 
dent, and Chriſtian, and tearing 
God with all their heart, ſhall per 

ceive thee reſolved not to yield to 
them, in not being Drunk out of 
the fear of God, it by chance they 
ſhould be offended with thee for the 
preſent, they will afterward have 
thee in great admiration , faying : 
How greatly did we treat with him 2 
How did we labour with him by 
threats and terrours, and we could 
never move him from his loberneſle? 
For God, who feeth that thou wilt 
not drink too much tor his ſake, wall 
allo himlelf make thee gracious with 
than who ſtirred thee up, and leem'd 
ro 
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tg compel thee to drink roo much* 
Lect no man ſay, Molt dear Brethren, 
that in thele times there are no Mar- 
tyrs; there are Martyrs made every 
day : for Martyr is as much to ſay, 
as Witneſſe. Whoever therefore hall 
bear teltimony to the Trurh, and 
ſhall judge all cauſes according un- 
{© Jultice; whartlocver he (hall (uf- 
ter tor the Teltimony of Truth and 
Righteoulnefle, all that ſhall the 
Lord account to him for Martyr- 
dome. And fo he that {hall retilt 
Drunkennefle, and by Gods aſfliſt- 
ance ſhall perſevere, ſo that for 
that he ſhall endure any Tribula- 
tions, the Lord ſhall aſcribe all co 
him, even to the glory of Mar- 
tyrdome. 


But I would fain know, moſt 
Dear Brethren, when a Maſter hath 
divers 
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divers Servants, if he could be con- 
rent thar but one of them ſhould be 
Drunk. Surely none is ſo wic- 
ked, that he ſhould ar any time have 
deſired this, br would have it lo: 
With what face? with what COn- 
(cience ſhall he be Drunk himlelf, 
who will not endure one of his Ser- 
vants to be Drunk ? See, through 


Gods blefling, thou halt a Servant, | 


and God hath thee tor his Servant ; 
in ſuch manner as thou deltrelt that 
thy Servantthould lerve thee, ought- 
eſt thou ro lerve God. Tell me 
mn good carneſt, what equity there 
is in this, that thou ſhouldeſt have a 
{ober Servant, and God {hould have 
2 drunken Servant? as if thou werr 
{o delerving, that a ſober Servant

rity in one day, and compelled 
hmm to- drink, he {ſhould two or 
three days invite him to an Enter- 
rainument : and wherein he worlt- 
ed him with roo much Drinking 
in one day, he $should refresh bing 
other days with comperent Drink- 
ing, and (6 he should neither looſe 
his Drink nor deſtroy his Fnend.

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Or, which truly is much better» 
whatever hath been loſt by too 
much Drink in the Throat, should 
be converted into Almes to the 
Poor : ſo that their Bodies might 
be reaſonably refreshed with Drink ; 
and by pitrying of the Poor, re- 
covery of the Soul may be pre- 
pared. And this correction have 
we ſpoken of, not for their ſakes 
who are ſober and civil ; for that, 
through God, we know many thar 
make frugall and ſober Entertain- 
ments. And therefore for you, wht 
out of the love of God, take on- 
ly that which js expedient, and 
what is quire loſt on Earth. to 
Drunkards, is relerved, through good 
Deeds a reward in Heaven, 


Let 
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Ler it not ſuffice that ye your 
ſelves are ſober, but as much as in 
ou lies, ſo rebuke and reprove 
Drunkards, that they may never 
be ſufferd in your preſence, to 
drink more than becomes them : 
ſo that whiles ye your {elves love 
Sobriety, and reclaim others from 
the deſtruction of Drunkenneſle , 
by your counſel, ye may prepare 
a double reward in Erternall Bliſs, 
not only for your own Salvation, 
but the Salvation of others allo. 
And my dear Brethren, how much 
is that to be lamented and blush- 
ed at, that is reported of ſome 
Country people, who when they 
have got Wine, or have made 
ſome other Drink for themlelves, 
they invite, as to a Wedding-Din- 
ner, their Neighbours and neareſt 
K 2 Friends 
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Friends to Drink; that they may 
keep them Drinking for three or 
four Days, and bury them in too 
much Drink, ſo that all that while 
they return not from that lamen- 
table Drinking bout to their own 
homes, until all che Drink provi- 
ded be ſpent; and which futhced 
ro nourish them and their Families 
for two or three Months, they con- 
fume in four or two Days, by la- 
mentable and $hamet 11 carou- 
Zing. 


Wheretore, moſt dear Brethren, 
while I with great love, as my Pa- 
ternall care requires, admonish you 
in this fort, I diſcharge my Con- 
ſcience towards God, But whoever 
hears readily and faithfully what 1 

- hus Preach to him, $hall recave 
an 
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an Eternal Reward. Burt he that 
. | hall ſlight this, let him fear leſt he 
| ſuffer Eternal and Endlefſe Punish- 
ment. Bur we truſt, that through 
Gods goodnelle, all Drunkards will 
ſo return to Sobriety from the Sin 
of Drunkenneſle, by Gods grace, 
that they will cauſe us to rejoyce, 
and themlclves may delerve happily 
tO attain F.verlalting Reward.
